The  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  was  almost  negligible  and  the  general  health 
vras  good. 

Following  many  years  of  frustration,  the  resewering  of  the 
District  was  commenced  and  good  progress  seems  to  have  been 
maintained.  It  is  a relief  to  know  that  crude  sewage  is  now 
being  treated  via  the  Horwich  Authority's  Works.

V/ater  Supply; 

The  Urban  District  is  part  of  the  Bolton  Corporation  water  supply- 
area,  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity;  no  restrictions  on 
the  use  of  water  having  been  made  during  the  year.  All  premises  in  the 
district  are  supplied  with  water  from  public  mains. 

There  were  twelve  samples  of  water  talcen  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  these  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Several  complaints 
of  diry  water  were  received  and  these  were  mainly  in  areas  with  ’dead  end' 
mains,  which  after  flushing  cleared  the  dirty  water  complaints. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage: 

The  scheme  for  the  resewering  of  the  district  has  finally  got  -under 
way,  and  during  the  year  the  Contractor  engaged  on  this  work  has  made 
good  progress.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a large  part  of  the  district's 
sewerage  is  now  being  treated  at  the  works  of  the  Horwich  U,D,C.  During 
the  early  part  of  1975  the  scheme  should  be  completed. 

Several  extensions  to  the  existing  sewer  system  ha,ve  been  made  by 
housing  developers  to  enable  new  properties  under  construction  to  be 
connected  to  the  sewer  system. 

Public  Cleansing; 

Some  1920  refuse  bins  emptied  on  a weekly  collection  basis  and  this 
service  is  maintained  over  the  year  with  the  exception  of  one  week  in 
July  and  September  during  the  local  holidays  when  the  men  have  their 
annual  holidays. 

Plastic  sacks  are  supplied  to  householders  during  this  period  to 
provide  additional  storage  facilities. 

The  Local  Authority  provide  dust  bins  to  all  domestic  properties 
and  the  cost  is  a rate  borne  service. 

The  vehicle  used  for  refuse  collection  is  a 25  cubic  yard  dual  tip 
capacity  working  five  days  per  week  and  manned  by  two  drivers  and  three 
men. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  by  arrangement  with  Horwich  U.D.C. 
on  their  tip  on  the  Red  Moss,  for  which  an  annual  charge  is  paid  for 
these  facilities. 
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Sanitary  Inspectiors  d-urj.ng:  year 

The  department  received  some  69  complaints  relating  to  matters 
including  refuse  removal,  faulty  d.rains  and  housing  defects ^ Some 
820  premises  were  visited  for  all  p\irposes  and  I324  visits  made 
Some  25  defects  or  nuisances  were  discovered  and  18  were  abated  d’^ring 
the  year.
